The large knob to the left is labelled "Sector". This must be set to 
the correct position for each of the 18 bands. 


Between the large knobs is the band switch. The little hole above 
the switch knob shows the letter of the correct sector (A, B, C or D) 
for that band. To remind you to select the correct sector the dial 
lights won't come on until the correct sector is adjusted! 


I've only played with it for an hour or so at the time of writing but 
the main tuning is very smooth and the receiver seems quite stable. 
The noise limiter is effective and the "0.1Kc/s" audio filter nicely 
augments the 3kc mechanical filter for CW.

It's not a Wadley-Barlow loop receiver. The sector control simply selects 


the mixing scheme/IF mode which is different at LF, MF and HF - the receiver 
is in single, double or triple conversion mode, with one fixed or variable 


and fixed IF depending on the band. This is controlled with the "Sector" 
control. I guess they could have linked this switch to the band switch but 
probably at the cost of great mechanical complexity.
